College, it is difficult to 
balance time between 
schoolwork and athletic activities. Due to the 
excessive workload and athletic commitments, 
students find the last three weeks of the semester 
the toughest weeks of the year. Students are 
supposed to be able to handle a great deal of work, 
but when five hours a day needs to be given to 
sports, it is difficult. There is so much to be done 
that students feel like they have no time to 
themselves. This lack of time can be a problem, but 
it is possible to balance one’s time accordingly, 
and here is how. 

Ryan Monaco is a senior at Dominican 
and has spent all four of his college years on the 
Dominican men’s soccer team. Ryan dedicated 
three to six hours a day on his sport every season, 
which extended from August until November. Ryan, 
from Remsen, New York, is an athletic training major 
and has stuck with the demanding workload all four 
years. This heavy workload forced Ryan to spend 
about four hours a day on schoolwork alone.

to do my own thing unless I stayed up until all 
hours of the night,” said Ryan. Part of the 
education one receives at college is learning 
how to balance time and work; for student 
athletes, this lesson comes quickly. Ryan was 
able to handle these demands with a simple 
philosophy. He said, “I find that one must pace 
one’s self. Yes, the amount of work and practice 
is excessive, but as long as you can start it early 
and get to bed at a decent hour, it is not hard to 
be successful.” Ryan, who is now on his way 
to his second senior semester, knows he has 
got somewhat of an easy street ahead of him, 
but he still feels he can manage his time better. 
“Even though I am on my way out ofhere, I still 
have a plan to improve my time management 
nextsemester. [amamorning person andifI can 
schedule classes early and get them out of my 
way, I will have more time in the afternoon to 
work on the majority of my assignments.” If 
there was any 

advice Ryan would give to his younger peers, 
it is, “Pace yourself. Don’t procrastinate. And 
if you’re stressed, take a break, refocus, then 
attack again.” 


Kimberly Cornacchio, a sophomore 
softball player who majors in elementary 
education, feels that the workload may be big, 
but it is not difficult to handle. Kim spends 
about two hours a day practicing for softball 
and then an additional two hours at night 
studying. “I feel that my workload is not that 
large and practice does not take up too much 
time, so havetime. Itis important to me to have 
time to myself. If I didn’t, I would probably 
stress myself out. Free time is important, 
because stress is a killer and time away is 


needed every night, to just relax and watch 
television. My amount of work is medium, but it 
is still difficult, so I take breaks when I feel bored 
or tired.” Kyle’s methods simple and it works for 
him. 


Kyle Dutra, a junior, education major 
and captain of the soccer team, told Aubade, “I 
need at least two hours to myself.” He has 
managed a 3.23 grade point average through his 
first two years at Dominican College and feels 
good about his upcoming grades. When asked 
if he would do things differently, he said, “I 
procrastinate way too much. I guess it’s out of 
boredom, but I find myself pushing things away 
until the night before. This definitely affects my 
grades, and I wish I could get over this problem, 
but I probably never will.” 


Jason Barone is a senior and plays 
baseball for Dominican. He is also the Vice 
President of The Student Athletic Advisory 
Counsel, and has a major with one of the largest 
workloads, athletic training. Even though his 
schedule is so packed, his ability to schedule his 
time is very good. Ina season, Jason can workout 
for six hours a day. His classload, just like Ryan 
Monaco’s, takes up just about three to four 
hours daily. Jason is very satisfied in his senior 
year and feels he has mastered the secret of not 
needing college cramming. “I just take my time 
and start work early. As soon as an assignment 
is given, I start it. Doing this saves a huge amount 
of time.” 


Finals’ week actually entails less work, 
just studying and turning in papers on due dates. 
The student athletes have learned to get ahead 
of this game too. They are taking away more 
from college than “just” their sports experience 
and academic degrees. They have learned a 
valuable skill for the 21st century: time 
management.
